The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest singularly or in combination a 
trampoline and enclosure system including; a plurality of resiliently flexible spring rods 
each having a lower end retained by a frame of the trampoline and an upper end 
coupled to the mat about a periphery of the mat and a plurality of generally upright 
enclosure support members outside of the barrier relative to the mat which are 
resiliently flexible over the major part of their lengths. 

Claims 4-13, 17-20, 24-29 and 33-35 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as 
being in improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any 
other multiple dependent claim.
